PRESIDENT  *  S  REPORT '   '  '  ' :" 

With  regard  to  the  Question  #1  Coalition, our  position  is  a  wait  and  see  attitude  as  to 
what  type  of  tax  package  is. going  to  come  out  of  Governor  King's  office.  If  we  can 
help  him  we  will  help  relieve  the  burden  of  the . tax  payers,  particularly  home  owners. 
The  Mass.  Taxpayers  Assoc,  has  a  budget  out  of  600  million  dollars.  The  brunt  of  it 
comes  from  broadening  and  increasing  the  sales  tax.  Labor  is  adamantly  opposed  to 
increasing  or  broadening  the  sales  tax.  There  is  going  to  be  a  press  conference  and 
Pres  Cleary  read  the  statement  he  would  be  making. 
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Pres.  Cleary  &  Walter  Byan  are  going  to.  attend  an  Energy  Conference  in  Washington.  He  j 
discussed  the  many  meetings  he  has  been  to  on  energy  and  stated  it  was  his  "belief  that   f 
energy  is.  the.  .second,  biggest  deterrent- for-  business  -"in  i;he' Northeast .  The  Americans 
for  Energy  &  the  State  Labor  Council  will  hold  an  Energy  Seminar  on  March  26,  1979  at 
the  Harvard  Business  School  which  will  be  chaired  by  Quinn  Mills.  He  asked  the 
cooperation  of  the  Board  in  getting  good  representation, . 

Notification  was  received  from  the  Committee  on  Cope  requesting  that  President  Cleary, 
Sec-rTreas.  Loughlin  &  Cope  Dir.  Callahan  attend  the  Convention  in  Bal  Harbor  which 
is  being  held  February  19,. 20,  21  &  22,  1979. 

Pres.  Cleary  told  the  Council  that  the  Executive . Of ficers  met  yesterday  in  reference 
to  an  increase  in  the  salary  of  the  staff.  It  was  the  consensus  of  the  Executive 
Officers  in  a  3-1  vote  that  the  staff  should  be  given  a  cost  of  living  increase  of 
T/o  retroactive  to  January  1,  1979*  Pres.'  Cleary  pointed  out  that  he  stated  at  the 
Convention  that  no  increases  would  be  given  without  the  approval  of  the  Board.  >..'He*.  < 
therefore,  was  presenting  it  to  the  Board. . 

V.P.  Tarallo  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  by  V.P.  Campbell  that  the  staff  be 
given  a  cost  of  living  increase  in  the  amount  of  TA»     So  voted. 

There  was  a  discussion  on  the  energy  problem  and  V.P.  Brunelle  made  a  motion  which 
was  duly  seconded  that  the  Council  endorse  the  Governor's  position  as  far  as  using 
No.  2  fuel  in  the  power  plant  being  built  in  We  stover  and  to  appeal  the  Department 
of  Energy's  finding  on  it.

With  regard  to  Energy,  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  noted  that  He  traveled  to  Washincto. .  :oany 
times  with  Tom  Policastro,  R.T.  AFL-CI0,  Ben.  Borsky,  .Maine.  AFL-C 10  to  talk  to  ^.vi^cess- 
men  about  energy  particularly  Lincoln  Dickey.,  However,  there  were  people  with  n.i'e 
money  working  against  them.  Heating  oil  has  gone  sky  high. and  as  Senator  Keim^l/ 
said:  We  are  getting  drained.  The  oil  companies  are  laughing  at  us. 

This  is  one  of  the  highest  cost  of  living  states  in  the.  country  but  it  ranks  3/;ch 
in  wage3. 

Th^  -telephone  company  is  another  problem.  We  have  lost  over  10,000' people.  "The 
telephone  company  at  one  time  said  that  if  they  were  given  85  million  dollars  they 
wouldn't  lay  people  off.  They  laid  off  the  people  anyway  and  then  looked  for  over 
200  million  dollars.  The  insurance  in  this  state  is  also  expensive. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  stated  that  we  are  losing  jobs  because  we  are  losing  business. 
The  Governor  is  business  oriented  and  he  hopes  that  this  will  help  the  State.

Motion  was  du]y  made  &  seconded  not  to  take  any  action  on  this  local  pending  the  out- 
come of  the  letter  from  the  General  President  to  the  Local.  So  voted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  attended  a  meeting  in  Brighton  about  the  problems  the  employees 
of  St.  Elizabeth's  Hospital  is  having  with  Modern  Management  Methods,  Inc.  otherwise

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known  as  3M.  A  letter  was  sent  to  Cardinal  Mederios  who  is  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  protesting  the  employment  of  the  3  M  Company.  The  union  didn't  win  the 
election  but  it  was  brought  to  the  NLEB  and  now  there  is  going  to  be  a  runoff  election. 

There  was  a  discussion  about  this  and  Exec.  V.P.  Osborn  made  a  motion  which  was  duly 
seconded  by  V.P.  Scmmers  that  the  issue  concerning  the  organizational  drive  in  St. 
Elizabeth's  Hospital  with  all  its  ramifications  be  handled  by  the  Executive  Officers 
of  the  Council  and  they  call  upon  the  Vice  Presidents  for  whatever  help  is  needed  and 
they  take  whatever  action  is  needed  to  correct  the  situation.  So  voted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  told  the  Council  that  the  Steelworkers  organized  Newport  News 
Shipbuilding  and  they  are  now  having  trouble.  Motion  was  duly  made  &  seconded  to  give 
them  all  the  help  we  can.  So  voted. 

PUBLIC  RELATIONS  REPORT 

Pub.  Relations  Dir.  Farnham  attended  a  Chief  Volunteer  Officers  Forum  of  the  United 

Way  in  Philadelphia  and  gave  the  following  report: 

Five  major  issues  were  identified  by  the  longe  range  planning  committee.  After 
reviewing  these  issues  the  committee  agrees  that  the  best  approach  was  to  organize 
separate  sub-committees  to  examine  each  issue  in  depth. 

Separate  sub-committee  reports  went  to  the  long  range  planning  committee  for  review 
and  reworking  and  finally,  the  full  report  was  given  to  the  Board  of  Go/emerr. 

1.  Areawlde  arrangements  -  dealth  with  balancing  the  need  for  greater  cooperation 
between  United  Ways  operating  in  the  same  marketing  area  and  the  necessity  for 
maintaining  the  roots  of  local  volunteer  involvement. 

2.  Agency  relations  -  dealt  with  the  balancing  of  the  sensitive  issues  of  age-i^y 
autonomy  and  community  accountability;  it  also  dealt  with  the  need  for  protecting 
the  mingle  campaign  at  the  workplace  while  encouraging  agency  financial  scli-help 
efforts  and  the  maintenance  of  their  constituencies. 

3.  Volunteerisra  and  public  policy  -  dealth  with  the  relationship  of  government  to  the 
voluntary  sector  in  a  manner  which  would  enhance  a  strong  voluntary  system. 

I4..  Inclusiveness  -  dealth  with  balancing  the  right  of  the  donor  to  indicate  his 
preference  for  agencies  within  and  outside  of  the  United  Way  and  the  need  for 
the  community  to  allocate  limited  voluntary  resources  on  the  basis  of  nes-l^  it 
also  dealt  with  the  issues  of  redefining  what  is  financed  through  the  United  Way 
campaign  -  stated  in  another  way  -  what  programs  should  have  access  to  workplace 
giving. 

$.  Personalization  -  dealth  with  United  Ways  relationships  with  the  general  public, 
service  agencies,  donors  -  to  be  sure  United  Ways  were  listening  and  respctt'ii/e 
to  their  constituencies  thereby  avoiding  alienation  and  encouraging  cl»jL/;.n 
commitment  to  the  voluntary  United  Way  systems. 

Motion  Only  made  &  seconded  to  accept  Public  Relations  Report.  So  voted. 

Jim  Grande  spoke  to  the  Council  about  the  project  he  is  involved  in  -  Hand!  Kids.  A 
house  is  being  built  which  will  be  raffled  off.  He  asked  to  be  allowed  to  wje   the  name 
of  th^  Mass.  State  Labor  Council.  Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  that  permission  be 
granted.  So  voted.

The  Legislative  Directory  should  be  ready  in  another  3  weeks  or  so  and  will  be  sent 
out  at  that  time. 

There  is  a  bill  -  H.2802  in  the  Committee  on  Local  Affairs.  We  are  interested  in  it 
as  it  provides  for  legislation  to  assist  cities  &  towns  and  opens  up  Boston  to  become 
a  national  convention  city. 

V.P.  Brunelle  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  that  the  Council  endorse  legislatior 
submitted  by  the  Massachusetts  Credit  Union  League.

PRESIDENT 'S  REPORT 

Pres.  Cleary  attended  the  Cope  Convention  in  Florida  -  There  was  talk  that  we  have 
lost  a  number  of  Senate  seats  and  by  1980  it  is  quite  conceivable  we  will  lose  a 
majority  in  the  Senate.  There  is  also  talk  about  the  President  being  a  one  termer, 
Some  overtures  from  the  Republican  side  are  already  being  made  to  Labor  hopefully 
to  split  the  Democratic  ticket. 


Pres.  Cleary  said  they  were  also  discussing  a  dues  check-off  system. 
Internationals  are  working  on  it. 


Individual 


We  now  have  to  worry  about  the  Davis  Bacon  Act.  The  President  said  he  would  veto 
any  measure  to  change  the  Davis  Bacon  Law  but  he  didn't  said  anything  about  the 
regulations.  It  would  affect  the  whole  construction  business. 

The  next  states  they  are  going  to  try  to  pass  a  Right-to-Work  bill  in  are  Maine, 
New  Hampshire  &  Vermont.  If  they  go  it  will  come  down  to  Mass.  They  said  that  the 
petition  route  is  not  the  way  to  go.  It  is  better  if  it  goes  through  the  Legislature 
as  we  are  very  well  protected  in  our  Legislative  branch.  They  are  going  to  try  to 
repeal  the  Right-to-Work  in  Louisiana.  An  all  out  effort  is  being  made  and  they 
feel  they  have  a  chance  down  there. 
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V.P.  Soule  reported  on  the  Coalition  of  Northeast  Governors  which,  consists  of  7  states. 
The  two  states  that  have  not  joined  are  New  Hampshire  &  Maine.  The  function  of  the 
Coalition  is  to  promote  economy  in  the  Northeast  states.  It  has  been  in  operation 
about  2§-  years.  Each  Governor  has  a  k  person  advisory  board  -  1  from  Labor,  1  from 
business,  1  from  Government  and  1  from  the  private  sector.  Pour  meetings  are  held 
with  the  Governor  and  the  k  person  advisory  board  from  each  state.  There  are  sub- 
committees. V.P.  Soule  serves  on  the  Energy  subcommittee.  CONEG  deals  with 
transportation,  energy,  taxes,  anything  that  affects  the  economy  of  the  Northeast, 
keeping  business  out  or  driving  existing  business  out.  February  27th  there  was  a 
meeting  in  conjunction  with  the  National  Governor's  Council.  V.P.  Soule  stated  that 
the  Coalition  has  been  sidetracking  because  of  the  energy  issue.  One  issue  which 
is  very  important  is  nuclear  power.  We  are  not  going  to  supply  our  factories  with 
electricity  unless  we  have  generating  plants.  A  very  obvious  omission  at  these 
meetings  is  nuclear  power.  Governors  are  afraid  to  touch  it.  However,  at  one 
meeting  Sec.  Schlessinger  came  out  and  made  an  Administrative  statement  endorsing 
light-water  reactor  energy  alternative. 

An  offshoot  of  the  Coalition  is  the  Northeast  Alliance.  V.P.  Soule  thinks  that  they 
take  more  direct  action  than  the  Coalition  itself.  There  is  a  representative  from  the 
teamsters,  Peter  diCicco  of  the  ITJE  and  k  or  5  others  from  Labor.  It  breaks  down 
to  business,  government  &  labor  people  and  reports  back  to  the  Coalition.  They  are 
trying  to  improve  the  business  and  labor  relationships. 

Exec.  V.P.  Osborn  and  V.P.  Faherty  met  with  Prank  Meyers  of  John  O'Malley's  office. 
They  were  trying  to  rejuvenate  the  South  Middlesex  Labor  Council.  The  initial 
efforts  have  not  met  with  enough  success  to  warrant  going  further  so  it  was  decided 
to  move  on  the  Charter.  The  charter  is  going  to  be  pulled.  If  we  could  generate 
enough  interest  in  the  region  we  could  reactivate  it.  He  asked  that  our  Labor  people 
in  that  area  see  if  there  is  any  interest. 

Exec.  V.P.  Osborn  also  told  the  Council  about  a  serious  problem  with  the  Communist 
movement  in  the  Labor  movement.  They  are  trying  to  take  over  unions  and  are  getting 
to  be  in  powerful  positions.  He  received  from  the  APL-CIO  a  breakdown  of  the  movement 
and  splinter  groups.  There  are  two  outfits  active  in  this  area.  They  have  been 
active  enough  in  his  union  to  try  to  break  up  a  union  meeting.  One  of  them  is  a 
national  group  called  the  Communist  Party  Marxist-Lenin  Group  -  CP-ML.  Their  job 
is  the  formation  of  the  rank  and  file.  The  other  group  is  called  the  Revolutionary 
Communist  Party  -  RCP  and  they  are  rivals  of  CP-ML.  What  they  do  is  before 
negotiations  they  try  to  establish  that  you  are  a  sellout  and  a  management  lackey. 
The  Regional  Office  has  a  breakdown  on  them  and  the  splinter  groups  if  you  want  to  be 
more  cognizant.

LEGISLATIVE  REPORT 

Legislative  Directories  are  available  and  will  be  mailed  to  local 

councils  and  unions  upon  request. 

Workmen's  Compensation  hearings  are  completed,  two  joint  executive 
sessions  were  attended  but  with  no  definite  conclusions  reached.   All 
parties,  labor,  management,  insurance  companies  and  legislators, 
could  not  agree  on  any  definitive  changes  in  present  law. 

The  M. B.T.A.  Bill  affecting  the  management  union  was  passed  by  the 

house  and  is  now  in  the  Senate  Ways  and  Means.   Sen.  Atkins  has 

reservations  about  the  bill,  however,  I  believe  pressure  by  labor 

will  release  the  bill  for  floor  action  soon. 

The  Plant  Closing  Bill  after  much  debate  in  committee  looks  like  it 
will  be  put  into  a  "live  study".   Intense  lobbying  by  manufactures 
delayed  favorable  action  this  year. 

Many  bills  affecting  prevailing  wage  and  bills  that  were  heard  by  the 
committee  on  Commerce  and  Labor  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
State  Administration  which  is  chaired  by  Rep.  Charles  Buffone  of 
Worcester.   Another  hearing  will  be  held  on  April  25?  19795  and  this 
will  include  the,  "successorship  bill",  the  remote  control  operated 
heavy  equipment  bill,  and  the  prevailing  wage  for  public  utilities  bill. 

The  telephone  unions  bill,  preventing  any  change  for  directory  assist- 
ance, passed  the  House  and  is  now  in  the  Senate. 

The  "Bottle  and  Cans  Bill  after  heavy  lobbying  was  given  and  "ought 
not  to  pass"  by  a  7  to  6  margin.   Every  member  should  contact  his  or 
her  representative  and  ask  that  the  "head  of  the  household"  jobs  not 
be  lost.   Ask  them  to  vote  AGAINST  the  "bottle  bill." 

The  Supreme  Court  has  upheld  the  right  of  strikers  to  draw  unemployment 
benefits.   The  Court  has  ruled  that  each  State  can  return  its  own 
decision  on  who  is  eligible  for  compensation  or  not.   This  decision 
J  grew  out  of  the  Communications  Workers  strike  against  the  Telephone  Co. 
of  New  York.   The  New  York  law  qualifies  strikers  after  their  eighth 
week  of  their  walkout. 
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The  Hospital  workers  bill  to  prevent  the  use  of  public  funds  for 
"union  busting"  techniques  will  probably  receive  a  favorable  vote 
out  of  the  committee. 

A  change  in  the  law  regarding  the  selection  of  a  union  member  of  a 
housing  board  is  tied  up  in  the  Committee  on  Urban  Affairs.   Sen. 
Harold  of  Quincy  who  also  voted  against  labor  on  the  "bottle  bill" 
has  voted  against  us  on  this  bill. 

Hearings  were  held  regarding  the  proper  inspection  of  salvaged  food. 
Our  bill  has  received  favorable  comment  by  the  Committee  on  Health 
Care  and  should  be  given  a  favorable  report. 

Joint  Rule  10  goes  into  effect  April  25?  1979*   This  rule  says  that 
any  bill  not  reported  to  the  floor  of  the  House  or  Senate  is  auto- 
matically given  an  unfavorable  report.   Needless  to  say,  any  one  inter' 
ested  in  any  particular  bill  should  contact  their  Senator  or  Repre- 
sentative to  act  in  their  behalf  on  their  particular  bill. 

A  meeting  was  held  at  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  and  Industries  office 
regarding  the  Employment  Agency  bill.   Our  attorney,  Mr.  Robert  Segal, 
and  the  counsel  for  the  Dept.  worked  out  a  compromise  bill  that  would 
strengthen  the  law,  and  accept  those  changes  recommended  by  the  Mass. 
State  Labor  Council  legislation.

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 

Pres.  Cleary  brought  up  the  fact  that  we  voted  unanimously  to  support  the  umpires 
strike.  We  supported  the  umpires  the  Saturday  following  the  meeting  and  walked 
the  picket  line  with  them.  At  that  time  the  League  Presidents  were  refusing  to 
speak  to  them.  The  night  after  the  picket  line  was  up  there  was  a  meeting  in 
New  York  for  the  first  time.  We  got  some  repercussions  from  Ed  Sullivan  -  SEIU 
saying  that  he  never  voted  on  it  -  we  were  in  error  and  should  have  stayed  out  of 
the  umpires  problems.  Pres.  Cleary  called  National,  talked  to  Kistler  and  told  him 
about  the  problem  with  SEIU.  He  said  there  was  a  letter  from  Meany  saying  that  we 
are  supporting  it  and  they  had  called  SEIU  and  the  Hotel  &  Rest.  Workers  asking  if 
they  would  object  and  they  said  no.  Pres.  Cleary  asked  him  to  send  a  copy  of  the 
letter.  He  said  he  would  and  would  also  call  Pres.  Cleary' s  secretary  and  dictate 
it  to  her.  Kistler  called  back  later  and  said  that  the  letter  had  been  drafted  but 
not  signed  because  Pres.  Meany  was  in  the  hospital.  Pres.  Cleary  decided  that  until 
such  time  as  the  letter  was  signed  he  was  going  to  act  as  an  individual.  He  received 
another  call  from  the  umpires  asking  that  we  assist  them  again  which  we  did.  Jim 
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Loughlin,  Buss  Campbell,  Bert  Famham  were  sore  of  the  people  on  the  picket  line. 
The  umpires  are  independent,  however,  they  said  if  nothing  else  happens  they  are 
going  to  affiliate  with  someone.  They  have  had  several  naetings  and  Pres.  Cleary 
heard  that  they  have  a  contract.  They  really  appreciated  the  work  we  did  for  them 
and  the  press  we  got  on  it. 

With  regard  to  the  1*11  bill,  info  dialing  -  the  Telephone  Co.  wanted  to  charge  200 
for  each  call  after  the  third.  The  telephone  workers  put  a  bill  in  to  prohibit  the 
telephone  compny  from  charging.  It  passed  the  House  and  Senate  and  was  vetoed  by 
the  Governor  last  week.  Last  week  the  House  voted  to  sustain  the  Governor's  veto. 
The  House  originally  passed  the  bill  by  a  big  margin.  We  figured  we  had  an  override 
in  the  House  and  moved  for  reconsideration  Monday.  We  had  every  one  of  our  friends 
up  there  Monday  lobbying  the  House  and  we  overrode  the  veto  by  one  vote.  It  had  to 
go  to  the  Senate  and  we  figured  it  wouldn't  come  up  until  Wednesday  whcih  would  give 
the  Telephone  Company  the  opportunity  to  work  on  it.  However,  Sen.  Bulger  brought  it 
out  •immediately  and  they  overrode  it  32-5 • 

We  received  a  letter  from  the  IUE  asking  us  to  endorse  Senate  Bill  I838  which  has 
to  do  with  voluntary  retirement  and  collecting  unemployment.  The  Federal  Government 
dropped  the  mandatory  retirement  age  of  65  which  means  that  a  lot  of  people  are 
losing  unemployment  rights  when  they  retire.  With  the  mandatory  retirement  age  of 
65  the  people  were  allowed  to  draw  unemployment.  They  now  say  that  if  you  retire 
at  the  age  of  65  it  is  like  a  voluntary  quit  and  you  get  no  compensation  as  you  are 
still  tible  to  work.  This  legislation  is  attempting  to  correct  that. 

Motion  duly  made  by  V.P.  O'Leary  and.  se.con$led:ithat" the  Mask.  State  Labor  Council, 
AFL-CIO  endorse  Senate  Bill  1838.  So  voted.

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  gave  the  General  Fund  &  Cope  Financial  Reports.  Motion  duly 

made  &  seconded  to  accept  the  Financial  Reports.  So  voted. 

The  Council  is  honored  to  have  a  former  Vice  President  -  Val  Murphy  -  of  this  Council 
who  is  going  to  the  Int'l  President  of  the  Utility  Workers.  The  Council  gave  him  a 
standing  ovation. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin,  as  instructed,  sent  a  letter  to  the  Governor  in  reference  to 
getting  a  Trustee  on  the  University  of  Mass.  Board  of  Trustees  which  we  believe  is 
important.  We  have  not  had  a  member  on  that  Board  since  the  late  Hugh  Thompson. 
He  asked  that  the  Board  members  let  him  know  of  anyone  who  might  be  interested  in 
the  position.  A  copy  of  the  letter  we  received  will  be  enclosed  with  the  Minutes. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  pointed  out  that  we  have  not  taken  any  acti6n  on  the  names  we 
received  for  the  Commissioner  of  Labor's  position. 

Pres.  Cleary  explained  that  he  told  everyone  to  send  their  resume  to  George  Kariotis 
rather  than  go  through  Frattaroli  and  then  to  Zing.  Many  of  the  applicants  have 
already  been  interviewed.  Anyone  from  the  AFL-CIO  we  would  be  in  support  of. 

We  have  not  met  with  the  Governor  since  he  got  in.  He  made  promises  to  us  such  as 
he  would  not  go  for  the  sales  tax  and  he  would  not  be  part  of  the  bottle  &  can  bill. 
We  gave  him  a  list  of  the  bills  we  were  interested  in.  We  sent  a  letter  to  the 
Governor  asking  him  for  a  meeting. 

With  regard  to  the  Telephone  Company,  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  on  a  Committee  that  Gov. 
Sargent  set  up.  The  telephone  company  wanted  85  million  dollars  at  that  time  and 
Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  opposed  it.  The  Tel.  Co.  said  that  if  they  got  the  85  million 
they  wouldn't  lay  people  off.  After  that  they  wanted  210  million  and  then  65  million 
and  another  increase  after  that.  Now  we  get  this  i+11  bill  which  concerns  some  20 
million.  We  are  very  upset  with  the  Governor  over  this. 

The  gasoline  problem  is  the  biggest  joke  around.  This  Council  took  a  position  with 
the  New  England  AFL-CIO  fighting  for  Lincoln  Dickey  Lam  &  it  was  defeated  by  our 
own  Congressmen.  Now  we  are  getting  hit  hard  for  gas.  Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  thinks 
this  Council  should  take  some  action  on  Carter's  decontrol.

They  are  deserting 
Labor  on  the  bottle  bill  for  foolish  reasons.  Pres.  Cleary  asked  for  and  got  a 
meeting  with  the  Speaker.  The  Speaker  is  having  difficulty  with  the  bill  and  that 
is  the  reason  he  took  the  action  he  took.  Leg.  Bir.  Cashman  asked  that  the  Council 
members  go  back  to  their  membership  and  tell  their  people  to  call  their  Reps  and 
tell  them  we  don't  want  the  bottle  bill. 

The  Middle  Management  Bill  on  the  MBTA  is  on  the  Governor's  Desk.  It  will  be  a 

few  days  before  it  becomes  law  without  him  signing  it.  We  think  he  is  going  to  sign 

it  . 

PLANT  CLOSING  BILL  -  nothing  is  going  to  happen  on  it. 

Waiters  &  Waitresses  Bill  -  Had  an  ought  to  pass  on  calendar  with  redraft.  V.P. 
Sullivan's  union  was  notified.  Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  thinks  an  overzealous  member  of 
the  Committee  redrafted  the  bill.  When  they  saw  the  redraft  it  was  very  vague  in 
the  field  on  Service  charges  as  tips  and  gratuities.  The  bill  is  now  in  the  third 
reading. 

Prevailing  Wages  Bill  -  Got  hearing  postponed.  It  was  referred  to  Commerce  &  Labor 
and  recommited  to  State  Admnistration.  The  leadership  of  the  Building  Trades  was  in 
Washington  at  a  conference  which  is  why  it  was  postponed.  They  came  back  and 
presented  their  case. 

The  Eight  to  Work  people  are  still  around  and  presenting  their  case.  If  it  passes 
in  New  Hampshire  there  will  be  a  frontal  attack  here. 

Walter  Ryan,  Operating  Engineers  Local  1+  testified  at  a  hearing  to  make  public 
utilities  pay  prevailing  wage  for  the  work  they  have  done.  They  have  a  preferred 
list  of  bidders  -  no  contract  bidders.  The  bill  have  been  referred  to  the  Contract 

Commission. 
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The  Hospital  Workers  bill,  the  bill  on  using  medicaid  and  medicare  funds  for  "union 
busing"  has  a  very  tough  fight  ahead  of  it. 

Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  accept  the  Legislation  Report.  So  voted. 

PUBLIC  RELATIONS  REPORT 

Public  Rel.  Dir.  Parnham  is  working  with  the  MBTA  on  a  new  pass  program.  The  program 
is  being  re-arranged  to  allow  companies  with  $   or  more  people  to  take  advantage  of  it. 
They  are  desirous  of  getting  some  labor  organizations  involved  in  this. 

There  is  a  slide  show  available  on  plant  closings  -  137  slides.  It  takes  you  through 
the  last  couple  of  years  and  shows  the  end  results. 

The  Coalition  t>  oppose  the  budget  cuts  is  having  a  rally  on  Saturday,  June  9th  and 
asking  the  Council  to  support  it.  Motion  duly  made  &  seconded  to  refer  this  to  the 
Executive  Officers.  So  voted. 

The  Newsletter  is  coming  out  on  a  regular  basis  now  and  Public  Rel.  Dir.  Parnham 
told  the  Council  to  let  him  know  about  any  announcements  they  would  like  included. 

Motion  duly  made  &   seconded  to  accept  Public  Relations  report.  So  voted. 

V.P.  D'Olimpio  showed  the  Council  an  advertisement  which  read  "So  far  Tom  Donohue  laid 
foundation  for  i*,000  jobs".

Pres.  Cleary  reported  that  at  the  last  meeting  a  motion  was  passed  to  attempt  to  have 
an  MBTA  garage  in  Charlestown  named  after  David  P.  McSweeney.  Sen.  Joe  Walsh  is 
pushing  this  and  would  like  to  have  the  dedication  in  Charlestown  on  Labor  Day  and 
would  like  the  Board's  cooperation  on  this.  Pres.  Cleary  will  get  in  touch  with 
Larry  Sullivan  who  is  having  his  Labor  Day  Breakfast  at  9:00  A.M.  on  Labor  Day. 
The  dedication  will  probably  be  at  8:00  A.M.  and  Pres.  Cleary  will  have  Larry 
Sullivan  carry  the  ball:  on  this. 

We  are  attempting  to  defeat  the  bottle  bill  again.  A  group  of  anti  bottle  people 
met  with  the  Governor  (about  £0  people)  and  requested  that  he  veto  it.  Pres.  Cleary 
just  received  word  that  the  Governor  is  going  to  veto  the  bill  at  2:30  this  afternoon 
at  a  press  conference  and  would  like  some  Labor  people  there.  Pres.  Cleary  will 
return  to  Boston  to  attend  the  press  conference. 

We  have  had  a  number  of  complaints  on  CETA  personnel  not  only  in  the  construction 
industry  but  also  in  the  public  sector.  The  law  states  that  there  must  be  labor 
representation  on  these  individual  boards.  We  have  9  prime  sponsors  in  Mass. 
Pres.  Cleary  thinks  that  there  must  be  5  or  6  subgrantees  which  brings  this  up 
to  Ik  or  1$  sponsors.

We  have  7  or  8  bills  or  related  bills  which  are 
awaiting  engrossment  in  the  House  or  Amendment  in  the  Senate. 

H.1166,  the  Successorship  Bill, passed  both  Houses  and  was  sent  to  the  Governor.  This 
bill  demands  that  a  firm  or  business  having  a  union  contract  must  notify  the  prospective 
buyer  that  such  a  contract  must  be  honored. 

Senate  1765  is  a  bill  that  protects  insurance  agents  from  having  to  meet  an  impossible 
quota.  It  is  on  its  way  to  passage  barring  prurogation. 

House  6023  prevents  the  hospitals  of  this  State  from  using  federal  or  state  funds  to 
defeat  unionization.  Rep.  Barney  Prank  has  been  a  big  help  on  this  bill  and  should  be 
given  credit.  It  is  now  in  Ways  &  Means  and  should  be  reported  out  favorably. 

S.192i|  strengthens  the  prevailing  wages  in  the  Building  Trades.  That  is  in  the  Senate. 

S.  621,  a  bill  which  allows  a  person  who  is  laid  off  to  purchase  their  hospitalization 
plans  at  the  same  group  rate  as  when  they  were  employed  went  through  the  Senate  and  is 
in  the  House.  It  should  be  passed. 

Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  told  the  Board  if  they  knew  of  any  bills  that  have  been  lost  along 
the  way  to  let  him  know.

SECRETARY-TREASURER'S  REPORT 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin  gave  the  General  Fund  &  Cope  financial  reports.  Motion  duly 

made  &  seconded  to  accept  the  financial  reports.  So  voted. 

Sec.-Treas.  Loughlin,  William  A.  Cashman  &  John  Callahan  attended  a  meeting  at  the 
Quincy  Shipyard  a  week  ago.  The  yard  is  on  its  last  ship  and  there  are  thousands  of 
people  involved  who  could  lose  their  job.  There  are  9  shipyards  in  this  country  and 
work  is  being  given  to  other  yards.  We  want  the  message  to  be  brought  to  the  President 
that  we  should  be  given  consideration.  (There  are  approximately  160,000  employees  in 
the  yards.)  In  less  than  k  years  50  or  60  thousand  will  lose  their  jobs.  In  the 
future  the  President  says  we  are  going  to  lose  1  million  jobs.  They  admitted  turning 
work  over  to  other  yards  and  we  were  bypassed  on  their  list.  No  work  is  being 
scheduled  in  the  future. 

V.P.  Cardinal  explained  that  there  is  talk  about  some  D.G.2  work  which  will  be  awarded 
without  a  bid  -  it  will  be  a  cost  plus  job.  That  is  why  Sen.  Kennedy  was  at  the 
Shipyard  meeting.  There  is  a  lot  of  talk  about  refurbishing  submarines  &  repair  work 
which  wouldn't  be  until  1980  or  1981.  The  yard  is  not  going  to  close  down  but  will  be 
down  to  500  or  600  people.  The  company  bought  a  hangar  making  plant  and  put  in  a 
boiler  shop  which  will  employ  300  people.  They  just  brought  in  a  job  which  is  only 
8  days  work.  They  are  trying  to  hang  on  to  people.  Send  letters  to  Congress  and  to 
President  Carter  to  get  work. 
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Seo.-Treas.  Loughlin  stated  that  the  shipyard  was  told  that  their  work  was  superior  to 
other  shipyards.  There  were  ships  built  which  would  have  cost  a  lost  less  if  they     f^ 
were  built  in  Quincy  and  would  have  been  of  the  same  quality.  Ve  were  promised  we 
would  get  a  fair  shake. 

V.P.  Sommers  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  that  this  Council  send  a  letter  to 
Pres.  Carter  asking  for  an  appointment  and  a  copy  be  sent  to  the  entire  Mass.  delegation. 
So  voted. 

V.F.  D'Olimpio  talked  about  people  leaving  this  state  and  going  to  work  in  Canada  or 
Alaska  or  moving  South  because  that  is  where  the  work  is.  We  are  training  people  in 
Massachusetts  and  they  are  leaving  the  State. 

V.P.  Faherty  stated  that  the  Mayor  of  Quincy  talked  to  Gov.  King  about  Massachusetts 
buying  surplus  electric  power  from  Canada.

Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  reported  that  the  Successorship  Bill  -  Chapter  1+81+  has  been  signed 

by  the  Governor.  It  is  a  strong  piece  of  legislation. 

H.3928  -  Payment  of  Pension  &  Health  &  Welfare  funds  is  going  to  be  signed  by  Governor. 
This  gives  the  Dept.  of  Labor  authority  and  puts  teeth  into  the  collection  of  pension 
ara  health  &  welfare  funds. 

We  have  3  or  1*  other  bills  waiting  for  engrossment  or  enactment. 

S.62I  which  is  now  H.6715  is  having  a  problem  getting  through  the  House.  This  bill 
corrects  an  injustice  to  employees  of  firms  where  the  company  pays  10Q#  of  their 
insurance  policy.  It  would  allow  an  involuntarily  laid  off  worker  to  purchase  insurance 
at  the  same  cost  and  benefits  for  himself  and  his  family.  Insurance  companies  are 
worried  that  those  that  purchase  it  will  use  it.  There  will  be  a  meeting  with  Blue 
Cross  Blue  Shield.  One  solution  would  be  to  go  back  to  the  original  bill  -  S.621. 
Leg.  Dir.  Cashman  thinks  we  can  push  it  through  if  insurance  companies  do  their  part 
of  the  lobbying. 

S.192U  -  Prevailing  wages  -  Got  through  the  Senate  and  is  now  in  the  House.  A  meeting 
is  scheduled  with  Speaker  McGee  to  discuss  it  -  The  prevailing  wage  would  be  paid  when 
the  work  is  performed. 

Another  one  of  our  bills  that  is  on  its  way  has  to  do  with  the  change  in  the  selection 
of  the  members  of  the  Housing  Authority.  Five  names  are  to  be  sent  from  the  Local 
Council.  An  amendment  to  include  the  Teamsters  has  been  included  and  we  have  no 
objection  to  that.

With  regard  to  our  Energy  Committee  we  are  going  to  have  a  distribution  of  a  book 
on  energy  conservation.  We  are  also  going  to  hold  a  one  day  energy  audit  seminar 
at  the<1505  IBEW  Hall.  Pres.  Osborn  would  like  to  have  50  people  there  and  they 
could  go  back  and  give  the  information  to  their  membership.   He  suggested  that  any  -., 
of  the  Vice  Presidents  who  are  interested  call  him. 

Exec.  V.P.  Barron  x^as  at  the  meeting  when  they  decided  to  set  up  this  1  day  seminar. 
He  stated  they  would  like  to  limit  this  one  to  50  people.  If  it  goes  over  then  they 
will'  try  to  have  them  in  different  parts  of  the  state.  This  is  normally  a  day  and  a 
half  program  but  they  are  pretty  sure  they  can  do  it  in  one  day. 

There  was  discussion  about  invitations  to  this  meeting  and  it  was  decided  to  invite 
the  Executive  Board  and  one  pers:  n  from  each  Central  Labor  Council. 

MassCOSH  which  has  been  endorsed  by  this  Council  in  the  past,  puts  out  a  booklet  on 
injured  workers.   It  is  better  than  our  booklet  on  Workmen's  Comp.  -  More  detailed. 
The  first  printing  was  paid  for  with * donations  from  different  locals.  They  have  used 
up  all  that  money  and  would  like  some- financial  assistance  from  us  to  put  out  another 
printing.   If  we  do  help  them  they  will  supply  us  with  numerous  amount  of  books. 
The  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Officers  is  that  we  help  them, out . 

V.P.  Sommers  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  that  this  matter  be  referred  to 
the  Executive  Officers.   So  voted. 

Pres.  Osborn  received  a  request  from  V.P.  Sullivan  for  financial  assistance  for 
Union  Label.  We  have  given  them  help  in  the  past.  > 

V.P.  Flynn  stated  that  Al  McGlynn  &  Joe  Sullivan  have  kept  Union  Label  together  for  . 
years. 

V.P.  Brunelle  made  a  motion  which  was  duly  seconded  that  the  matter  of  financial 
assistance  for  Union  Label  be  referred  to  the  Executive  Officers.   So  voted. 
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Pres..  Osborn  has  been  meeting  a  lot  with  the  United  Auto  Wkrs..   It  seems  they  would 
like  to  get  back  in.  On  the  local  level  they  are  asking  questions  such  as  whether  or 
not  ttiey  could  be  granted  a  seat  on  the  Board,  etc.  Pres.  Osborn  thinks  that  they  will 
be  asking  to  come  in  by  the  end  of  June. 

A  Plant  Closing  Conference  is  being  held  January  26,  1980  at  the  Park  Plaza  Hotel. 
The  Board  will  be  receiving  information  on  that.  We  need  to  get  local  unions  to 
send  bodies  in.
